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THE TEXT OF AUTONOMY 


Bii.L. 

¥rom the Ottawa Oitizer. 

The folowing !s the text of one of 
the Nor h Weet cu onomy bills which 
Sir Wilfrid Lauricr introduced in 
the house on Tuesday, the bills re- 
lating to Alberta and Saskatchewan 
being of the same tenor: 

An act to establish and provid«, for 
the government of the province of 
Saskatchewan. 

Whereas in and ty the British 
North America Act, 1871, being chap- 
ter 28 of the Acts of the Parliament 
of the United HXisgdom passed -in 
the session thereof, held on the 34th 
and 25th year of the reign cf Her 
late Majesty Queen Victcria, it is 
enacted that the Parfament of Can- 
ada may from time to time establish 


new Provinces {fn eny territories 
forming for the time being part of 
the Dominion of Canada, but not 
inchading in any province’ thereof, 
and may, at the time of such estab- 
lishment, make provision. for the 
constitution and z2dmistration of any 
such provine:, and for the passing of 
laws for the peace, order and good 
government of such province and for 
its representation in the said parlia- 
ment, 

And whereas it is expedient to es- 
tablish as a province the _ territory 
herein after described and to make 
provision for the government thereof 
and the jrepresentation thereof in the 
parliament of Canada.
